1 also stated that | am expressing no 
opinion with regard to. the Jewish. question and agrarian 
problems, but that 1 believe that the right solution to the problem 
of Poland’s over-population ts to be sought in an increase of 
production and first and foremost in the imdustriahsation of 
the country.”

“Will Benefit All Eastern Nations”

a time when we too are fighting for freedom and victory, the 
fate of the Jewish people is seven times nearer to wus We teel 
that the Jewish nation will find rest and its place among the 
irce nations ot this world

can observe here l am sure that the Jewrsh effort tor the 
development of the Holv Land will benefit all the Eastern 
nations, mcludme CGreece also have not words sufhcrent 


tO express Our decp gratitude for the active assistance and 
the encouragement we have received from the Jewish people 
m the herow struggle of Greece against Italy We shall not 
forget the part plaved by Dr.- Stephen Wise, President of the 
World Jewish Congress, in the protest movement against the 
ltalkan gangsters. We thank American Jewry heartily for ther 
clorts, and we think the Jews of America should participate 
still more actively in the Alhed struggle 

‘In that way,” he concluded, “ they will perform a para- 
mount duts both as Jews and as citizens of the cyvilised world.” 


PEERS AND THE CIERUS INDUSTRY 


[From our Lobby Correspondent) 


Lord Faringdon mentioned the position of the citrus mdustry 
im. Palestine in a debate on Colonml economic policy im. the 
House of Lords last week HM. Government had, on the 
whole, shown signs of considerable generosity to the Colonial 
Empire i ats difhculties, but he thought the form of assistance 
which had been extended to the citrus growers was considerably 
less than Renerous lt had.taken the form of guaranteeing bouns 
to citrus growers trom the bank When then Lordships con- 
sidered that for loans the banks had been allowed to charge an 
interest of 6 per cent,, and that the loan had been guaranteed 
by the Government, he thought they would agree that the citrus 
growers had hardly received @ very gencrous deal. He hoped 
Lord Moyne might be able to say that the citrus erowers would 
perhaps receive as generous treatment as the banana growers of 
the West Indies 

Lord Moyne, in reply, noted the suggestion that the rates of 
mterest were too im view of the Government guartantec 
‘1 will certainly take that matter up, but 1 do not know that 
we can necessarily assume that the Jamaica banana crop is to 
be taken as the .tinancial standard of what is necessary in 
Palestine. We must see that the citrus industry is kept going, 
bul, of course, we must not spend more money on it than 
Necessary for that purpose.”

< Position of Jewish Education 


SHORT-TERM AND LONG-TERM TASKS 


Dr. Nathan Morris, the Officer for Jewish Education, 
gave a review of the past two years’ work afd indicated 
the task facing the reconstituted Joint Emergency Com- 
mittee, at a meeting of the Jewish Religious Education 
Board last week 

Dr. N. S. Lucas, the President of the Board, presided. 

The Treasurer of the Board, Mr. S. London, presented the 
report of the Finance Committee. That Commitice had 
recommended that the price of the Prayer Book be increased 
to 2s. 6d. a copy. This was necessary to cover the increase 
in the cost of binding, and to make provision for the costs 
,of production of a new edition which were bound to be largely 
increased as a result of the destruction of the printing plates

Dr. Nathan Morris said that at present the reorganised 
Committee was in control of over 300 centres, from Carlisic 
to Land’s End. Those centres employed nearly 250 teachers, 
about 70 full-time, and provided some form of religious 
instruttion for more than 9,000 children. In scores of places, 


administered, supplied, and ipped with a high degree of 
smoothness and regularity, « inspection and visitation were 
rapidly improvi in scope and frequency. A similar story 
maht be told of London. 

eflects of the war eonditions, however, upon their 
education had shown themscives in a scrious reduction m 
the numbers of children taught and in a no less serious decline 
in the scope and content of the teaching. The total Jewish 
school population in Britain of children between S and 14 would 
amount to between 70000 and 35,000. Before the war a 
decisive majority of them were attached to Hebrew classes. 
The effects of the past two years had been to reduce the 
number to barely 40 per cent. The decline of standard was in 
many ways a matter for more scrious concern. 

In the immediate future a sustained effort must be made to 
regain lost ground with regard to numbers. The aim which 
the Committee now set itself was to reach another 3,000 
children within the next six monffis, Parallel with ahis must 
go the effort to raise the general educational level. First came 
the extension of hours of instruction. In this they shouk! be 
guided by the simple principle that no child should be given 
one hour a week's instruction where it was at all possible to 
give him two. A graded series of suggested model syllabuses 
was being prepared for circulation; regional conferences and 
individual inspections would be planned on an increasing scale, 
and the supply of books and other material improved. 
Finally, arrangements for the publication of the edycational 


‘and especially in London. The first was finance. They 


had 
now reached a stage where they had only two alternatives: a 
rpetual appeal, or some form of communal taxation. The 
pal was unthinkable, if only for inexorable psychological reasons. 
Proposals for communal taxation had:so far made little head- 
way mainly because the community was not ripe for such a 
radical departure from its oki-fashioned, leisurcly way of 
thinking and acting.

profession which offered neither economic security nor social 
dignity. There was the most urgent need g Sy. the pro- 
fessional qualifications of the teacher, but this could succeed 
only if coupled with a corresponding improvement in his social 
and economic position, 

Mr. A. I. Bard asked whether it would be possible for the 
Board to do something more than was beifg done in connection 
with the prevision of kashrut for the children. 

Dr. Morris replicd that they were co-operating with the 
Kasher Canteen Committee wherever it was possible to establish

A CANCELLED ‘APPOINTMENT 


Woman Who Befriended Refugees

A case which was brought 40 the notice of the House of 
Comnions before members departed for the summer recess left 
a feeling of dissatisfaction. 

Proressor A. V. Hitt (ind., Cambridge University) asked the 
Home Secretary whether the sole reason why the appointment 
to a confidential post under his Department of a lady, of whose 
mame he had been iniormed,.a_ British subject of British 
parentage, and the widow of a British subject who served as 
an officer in the Army throughout the last war, was cancelled 


- was, as stated to her, that she and he® late husband had devoted 


much of their time and resources in recent years to aiding and 
befriending refugees from Nazi opprgssion; and whether he 
would reconsider this decision? 

Ma.. Morrison: The post in question is of a highly con- 
fidential character, and I should not feel justified in interfering 
with the discretion of the Regional Commissioner in the 
selection of candidates for ut. 

Professor Hill: Does my right hon. friend realise that this 
lady and her friends feel that a slur is cast in this way on 
their loyalty, or at any rate their discretion, and can he do 
anything to relieve that feeling? 

Mr. Morrison: There is no‘slur gast at all. The Regional 
Commissioner came to the conclusion, in the light of their 
associations, which were neither criminal nor offensive, that it 
would not be wise to let this lady have this post.. The only 
point is whether I should intervene and require him to appoint 
her, but I think that would be goimg too far, and | do not 
think | ought to do it, 

COMMANDER Locker-Lameson (Con., Handsworth, Birming- 
ham): Will the right hon. gentleman give the lady’ another 
appointment? 

Mr. Morrison: I do not think there is any obligation on me 
to do anything of the kind. 

Miss Rarupone (Ind., English Universities): ts the right hon. 
gentleman aware that this js mercly an instance of a prevalent 
tendency which is working? great injustice, and that it casts a 
slur on the suitability of the Regional Commissioner to deal 
with appointments? Will the sight -hon. gentieman take this 
serious charge more seriously? 

Mr. Morrison: [I am taking it perfectly seriously, and I 
venture to say that putting questions in the House does not 
improve the situation. It is hardly wise to complain about any 
reflection if the maximum publicity ts invited. There is no 
reflection on the lady, but this is a highly confidential post, and 
if the Regional Commissiontr in his discretion does not think 
it wise, on reflection, to appoint a particular person to the post, 
{ do not think, on reflection and after consideration, that I 
ought to intervene. 


204 NON-ENEMY ALIENS DETAINED 
Latest Figures 


The Home Secretary informed Miss Rathbone that the total 
number of aliens of non-enemy nationality who are at present 
detained in prison is 204. Of these 56 are detained under 
Article 12 (Sa) of the Aliens Order because their deportation is 
impracticable or would be prejudicial to the national interests 
and their detention is necessary or expedient; they will be sent 
to internment camps as soon as their cases have been reviewed 
unless, in any particular case, it is considered desirable to detain 
the alien in prison. One hundred and forty-three are detained 
temporarily under Article 3 (4) of the Aliens Order, and they 
consist of a miscellaneous collection of persons refused leave 
to land pending inquiry and a decision as to their ultimate 
disposal. Five aliens are detained under Defence Regulation 
{8u whose cases are at present under consecration,

Solution to a Refugee Problem 
THE WHITTINGEHAME FARM SCHOOL 
From Mrs. ROBERT SOLOMON and others, 


To the Editor of Tue Jewisn CHRONICLE 


Sin,—From time to time reports appear in your columns of 
the unsatisfactory conditions in which many of the Jewish 
refugee children that, have been brought to this country from 
Central Europe are growing up, and a feeling of anxicty is 
spreading in the Community regarding the de-Judaising influences 
to which these young people are subject in their present 
surroundings. Most of those interested in the problem seem 
to agree that a solution could.only be found in the provision 
of Jewish hostels for thése young refugees. But the difficulties 
which surround the establishment of such hostels are admittedly 
very great, and no serious attempt has hitherto been made to 
overcome them. Thus, a considerable proportion of the 1,800 
Jewish children and adolescents that are scattered all over 
Britain is in danger of being lost,to Judaism and the Jewish 
people. 

In view of all this we deem # a duty to point out that, so 
far as the older children are concerned, there is a solution 
ready at hand. About 150 of them could be found accommoda- 
tion in Whittingehame Farm School. Many of your readers 
will know that this School was established two-and-a-half years 
ago on the estate. of the late Lord Balfour as a result of the 
kind offer of Lord and Lady Traprain, and that a large number 
of our refugee boys and girls have received there an excellent 
training as agricultural workers and have been rendered fit to 
take up work on the land in Palestine and in other eountries. 
Many of these trainees, who are ready to go to Palestine as 
soon as Conditions permit, are at present doing work of national 
importance by working on the land in this country. The 
national value of theic work has been fully recognised by the 
Government authorities. 

As the larger part of these trainees have now left Whittinge- 
hame there is room for about 150 new pupils of a suitable age, 


ic., from 14 to 16. In fact, it is essential that Whittingchame * 


Farm School be filled again with new trainees, as otherwise it 
may be impossible to maintain the establishment and the School 
may have to be closed. Anyone who knows what Whittingehame 
stands for will agree that the closing of the School would involve 
an irreparable loss. 

There is no need for us to emphasise the Jewish aspect of, 
the teaching and training given to the boys and girls at 
Whittingehame. The corporate Jewish life, the Hebrew and 
religious imstruction, the observance of the Sabbath and the 
festivals, the kasher fobd, the Synagogue services, together with 
the secular English education and the absorption of the essential 
clements of British culture—added to the inspiration derived 
from the association of the place with the name and life of the 
late Lord Balfour—musi all tend to mould their character and 
to erhance their Jewish loyalty. The best service that could be 
rendered to our young refugees would, therefore, be to send as 
many of them as possible to Whittingechame Farm School. 

It should also be remembered that the facilities available in 
Whittingghame for the study and practice of mechanised farming 
are almost unique in this country. In addition there is also 
provided a thorough traming in forestry, dairy farming, poultry, 
bee-keeping, sheep farming, and kitchen gardening 

May we appeal to all who are charged with the responsibility 
of looking after those boys and girls to give this proposal their 
earnest attention, and to British Jewry as a whole to give the 
scheme their wholehearted support.

CHIEF RABBI AND THE DEPUTIES 
No Denial of Rights 


Following the letter which, as reported in this paper on 
August |, had been addressed on the. Chief Rabbi's behalf by 
his Secretary to the President of the Deputies, seeking to correct 
certain references which had been made to the Chief Rabbinate 
at the Manchester meeting of Deputies, Professor Brodetsky has 
sent a reply to Dr. Hertz, in the course of which he says:

THE ZIONIST FEDERATION 
Unity or Totalitarianism ? 
FLOUTING OF CONGRESS ALLEGED 
From Mr. M. GOROVITZ 
To the Editor of Tue Jewish CHRONICLE 


Sir.—In a issue of THe Jewitsn there was 

lished a letter from Mr. S. Temkin (Acting Secretary of the 

ritish Zionist Federation) regarding the proposed Zionist 
Territorial Union in this country. : 

The 19th Zionist Congress, in 1935, passed a resolution to the 
effect that a Zionist Territorial Union was to be established in 
every country, embracing all Zionist parties belonging to the 
World Zionist Organisation. In spite of demands made by 
various parties in this country for the establishment of a 
Territorial Union here, the Zionist Federation, the largest 
Zionist body in this country, has refused to take — steps in 
the matter. Over a year passed before the first and only meeting 
of the representatives of the parties was held. 

At this meeting the Zionist Federation presented a project 
which was found to be unsatisfactory by all the other parties, 
and it was decided that the other parties should send in their 
proposals, aftér which a second meeting would be cailed. 

The Poale Zion and the Jewish State Party sent in their pro- 
— immediately, and the Mizrachi a little later. But the 

ionist Federation to this day have not found it necessary to 
call a further meeting. It would seem that the Zionist Federa- 
tion, while always speaking of their loyalty to Congress, only 
carry: into effect those of its decisions of which they approve. 
The decision with regard to the establishment of a Territorial 
Union, because they do not approve Of it, is ignored. 

In spite of many attempts by the Jewish State Party (which 
I had the honour to represent at that meeting) and other parties 
nothing has been done towards convening a second mecting, 
even anak such a long period has been allowed to elapse, and 
the circumstances to-day demand even more than ever the 
creation of a united body representing all Zionists in this 
country. ; 

Three months ago our party asked the Zionist Federation to 
convene a meeting of representatives of Zionist parties, in order 
to find ways and means of overcoming the difficulties. We 
understand that similar requests have been sent from other 
sources, i.c¢., representatives of parties as well as Zionist groups. 
But all these have proved in vain. The reply one receives from 
Mr. Temkin is that they are still negotiating. 

In these critical times, when British Zionists remain the only 
representatives of European Zionist Jewry, it is imperative that 
a united body in this country be created without further delay. 
It seems to me that the British Zionist. Federation pays lip 
service only to Zionist unity. 

The demand of the hour is that a Zionist United Committee, 
either of a temporary or permanent character, be established 


without further delay. I sincerely trust this will be done.

PALESTINIAN PRISONERS OF WAR 


Transfer to Germany 


According to authoritative reports reaching Geneva, states 
Palcor, about 1,400 Palestinians, who were taken prisoner by 
the Germans in Greece, have now all been transferred to 
permanent prison camps in South Germany.

THE LORD MAYOR’S APPEAL 
Air-Raid Distress Fund 
£1,500,000 ALREADY DISBURSED 


The Rt. Hon. the Lord Mayor of London, Sir George 
H. Wilkinson, bas given a special interview to a _ repre- 
sentative of THe JewtsH CHRONICLE in connection with his 
National Air-Raid Distress Fund. 

Proudly showmg me a cheque which he had just received for 
£20,000 from the Queen's Canteen Fund for Air-Raid Victims, 
Montreal, he told me that it had been brought across in one 
of the bombers supplied by America and used to bomb Berlin. 

The Lord Mayor described the aims and some of the achieve- 
ments of the Fund, of winch Her Majesty the Quten is the 
Patron. “It aims,” he said, “at giving immediate relief to 
people who suffer air-raid distress, and its relief is distributed 
through civic heads throughout the country.” It was launched 
on September 11 last year, and the total to date amounted to 
£3,030,000. 

Since the Fund was launched, said Sir George, they had dis- 
tributed over £1,500,000 in cash grants, and. towards food, 
clothing, furniture, removal expenses, funeral expenses, the re- 
placement of tools and equipment for small artisans, and the 
replacement of artificial limbs, dentures, and glasses. 

“We have,” he continued, “already provided 75 mobile 
canteens for supplying food immediately after air raids to the 
people who have lost their homes, and to the Civil Defence 
workers who have been protecting them. We have also given 
grants to some recuperation centres, to which bombed-out 
people go for a fortnight’s rest in order to recover from the 
shock.” Many of them, added the Lord Mayor, sadly, had 
lost their relatives in addition to their homes. 

yiving me an idea of the needs of the Fund. Sir George 
mentioned the fact that in one heavy air raid on London over 
3,000 people were rendered homeless in one borough alone. 

Members of the Jewish Faith,” he went on, “ have-con- 
tributed most generously to the Fund, and I am very grateful 
to them for their splendid contributions..

Gallant Jewish Soldiers 
{From a Correspondent] 


' An indirect but warm tribute has been paid to the 
gallantry of Jewish officers and men in the Red Army by 
the Moscow radio. 

In the course of special messages to “ members of the Red 
Army who are beating Hitler, greetings were sent by families 
at home to relatives in the Army, in which typical Jewish 
names such as Salomon Abramoviich Zilkin and Abrasha 
Salomonovitch Goldberg were mentioned. message was 
from Zelda Fajnkind to her husband (Captain of a Red Army 
unit) sending congratulations on his award of a military order 
for bravery. 

Names of Jews who have distinguished themselves in the 
battles on land and in the air are frequently mentioned on the 
Russian radio. Of the names of 13 Russian officers and men 
who recently became “ Heroes of the Soviet Union” for acts 
of extreme bravery three were Jewish. Among 43 who were 
given the Order of Lenin, two. were Jews. Among a group 
of Russian officers who, according to Moscow, were responsible 
for the destruction of the 300 German tanks near Smblensk at 
least four had Jewish names. Hardly a day passes, in fact, 
without some Jew being mentioned on the Moscow radio for 
his gallantry in battle. On one day last week, for example, it 
was announced that 43 people, five of whom are Jews—one 
a woman-—had received medals for brave work behind the 
enemy's lines.

FRAU WERNER’S FUR COAT 


Nazi Looters in Russia 


Groups of Nazi soldiers in the ied Russian towns 
have been engaged in the wholesale looting of valuable 
articles, especially of Jews. The commanders not only 
make no attempts to stop this looting, but, as an order 
found on a German regimental commander shows, are 
actually encouraged to remove from Russia everything of 
value they can find. The usual procedure of the looters is 
to make lists of residents in a town, preferably Jews, and 
then to pay systematic visits to them to see what they can 
find in their homes. 

Russian military authorities have also found in the 
possession of German prisoners of war and soldiers killed in 
action watches, rings, cigarette cases, and’ other articles stolen 
ftom the population in their cangpaigns in France, Belgium, and 


‘Holland. Some of the articles still bear the names of Jewish 


owners. The regained loot will remain in the possession of the 
Russian Government until the end of hostilities, when, it is 
hoped, it will be possible to restore much of it to the owners. 

One unlucky would-be looter was Lt. Gottfried Werner, whose 
wife this week received the following personal message on the 
Moscow radio: “Frau Werner, you wrote a letter to your 
husband on July 29 in which you said: ‘IT should be pefad if 
you would get hold of a fur coat for me from a dirty Russian 
Jew. It wouldn't do the bounders any harm. We hear here 
that there are quite a lot of such coats available in Russia. 
Think, also, of some material for a suit, and a pair of shoes, 
size 

“Frau Werner, we have to inform you that you should 
count nexher on a fur coat mor anything else,” the message 
continued. “ Your husband received your letters all right, but 
is unable to execute your orders and instructions. He has 
found his death in Russia. There are in Russia plenty of fur 
coats, material, and shoes, but there are also 200,000,000 people 
who defend their fatherland against highwaymen and robbers. 
Instead of getting hold of two shoes, your husband got hold of 
six feet of Russian carth.”’

Vengeance Against Ukraine Jews 


The Nazis announce that the much-advertised Ukrainian Army | 


under the Ukrainian quisling, Hetman Skoropadsky, has now 
been formed. It is to proceed. immediately to the Ukraine to 
help the Hitierist hordes to “ settle accounts " with the Bolshe- 
viks and the Jews. Only proven pro-Nazis have been allowed 
to: join, and the commanders are all notorious Jew-baiters, many 
of whom took part in the appalling massacres of Jews which 
occurred in Ukraine soon after the last world war. 


UNREST IN WARSAW GHETTO 


Proclamation Calls for ‘“* Calmness ” 


There is apparently unrest among the Jews of the 
Warsaw ghetto. For they are being urged to “ keep a cool 
head,” in a proclamation issued by M. Czernikow, Presi- 
dent of the Warsaw Jewish Community, at the order of the 
Nazi authorities. 

The proclamation, a copy of which has reached Geneva, was 
issued in connection with the Nazi campaign against Russia. It 
reflects the reactions of the inhabitants of the ghetto to the 
extension of the war to the East. 

“The difficult times we are living through,” the proclamation 
says, “demand from us self-control, calm, and a_ balanced 
mind. In the face of the present events we must keep a cool 
head, thus proving that we understand the gravity of this 
historical moment and that we shall be able to adapt ourselves 
to it. Strict obedience towards all the orders from the 
authorities and the militia is the foremost duty of everyone. 
This duty must be fulfilled in order to avoid compulsory 
measures being taken. Everyone must realise that in addrtion to 
being held responsible for his actions, he might also endanger 
the whole Community by acting frivolously or disobeying orders 
and regulations.” 


JEWS JOIN SERB PARTISANS 


Nazis Seize Hostages 


The Nazi authorities if Yugoslavia have been arresting Rabbis 
and prominent Jews in Belgrade, Sarajevo, Pancevo, and Valjevo. 
They are being kept as hostages in the hope of compelling Jews 
to stop joining the anti-Nazi guerrilla bands and sabotaging the 
German war effort. In Pancevo and Valievo a number of Jews 
have been sent for trial by a military court on charges of incit- 
ing the Serbs to resist the German occupation authorities with 
arms. 

In Sarajevo about SO persons, including a number of Jews, 
have been executed by the Nazis. Others have been executed 
in Belgrade. 


HITLER’S SLAVES 


Reports from Hungary speak of mass arrests of Jews in 
all parts of the country, and house-to-house searches going 
on day and night. The arrested Jews are being taken to 
concentration camps for deportation to the Galician 


districts now occupied “by Hungarian troops, where over 


7,000 Jews have already been put to forced labour on road 
building. 

Twenty-five hundred Jews were rounded up by the police in 
Bucharest in one day last. week and sent to forced labour in 
Bessarabia. 

All foreign Jews have been ordered to leave Rumania within 
a fortnight. Jews who fail to obey this. order are threatened 
with expulsion by force. Those who came from Nazi-occupied 
countries are to be handed over to the Nazis. | 

The registration of Slovakian. Jews between 18 and 50 years 
for compulsory labour has now been completed. The Ministry 
of the Interior has issued instructions that Jews doing forced 
labour must buy their food themselves, if they can afford it. 
Work must not be interrupted on Saturdays.

THE STORY OF THE 
“SALVADOR” 


How Polish Refugees Reach Palestine 
HARROWING DETAILS 


@ More urgent appeals from Polish Jewish refugees 
who, under incredible conditions, still manage to make 
their way through war-ravaged Europe and succeed in 
reaching Palestine, continue to arrive at the London . 
office of the Polish Jewish Refugee Fund. 


@ A typical account of such a journey of Jewish 
refugees from Poland, the survivors of. which have 
successfully reached Palestine, has just been received 
by the Polish Jewish Refugee Fund. This is the story 
of the sailing boat “ Salvador.” 


@ The journey through Nazi-occupied Poland, 
Rumania, and Bulgaria may be left to the imagination 
At last the refugees. came to the Black Sea port of - 
Varna. For a month they had to stay in Varna, 
in a town falling more and more into the grip of the 
Nazi military and naval machine, before they at last 
came upon a small sailing vessel, the “ Salvador,” 
whose captain was willing to risk the voyage with them 
to Palestine. None knew when another such oppor- 
tunity might arise, so all who could, 350 souls, men 
and women, old and young, including children and 
36 Chalutzim, crowded on to a small boat, not more 
than 90 feet long. It was so packed that it was impos- 
sible to move. For nine days and nights none of the 
younger people had any sleep, because there was no 
room for them to lie down, They left all the available 
space for the old people and the children. | 


@ The boat depended on the wind for movement 
and there was little wind so that it was a long time 
before it reached Constantinople. But the port 
authorities at Constantinople would not allow the boat 
into the harbour. For six days the negotiations with the 
Turkish authorities dragged on, but all that was achieved 
was that a little food and water was allowed-to be taken 
on board. Then the “ Salvador ” had to leaye. 


@ For days it lay outside Constantinople, waiting 
for a favourable wind. At last it came, and as the 
“Salvador ” began to move out on its voyage to Pales- 
tine, the refugees on board began to dance with joy. 
But their joy was short-lived. About midnight, a storm | 
blew up and the captain urgtd the need of returning 
to Constantinople. But the Turkish pilot vetoed this: 
The storm grew more violent and finally the boat was 
driven against the shore and wrecked. Of the 350 
refugees on board, only 119 were saved, and some of 
these survivors afterwards died of exposure. It is for 
these survivors, and others like them, who have reached 
Palestine, that the Polish Jewish Refugee Fund is con- 
ducting its Emergency Campaign under the Chairman- 
ship of Lord Cecil.

FASCIST FRANCE 
Arrests of “ Anti-Petain ” Jews 


Vichy France. now openly Fascist, plans to crush ruth- — 


lessly all Opposi..on to its obsequious collaboration with 

the Nazis. Among the “ opposition” elements Jews will 

douttless figure prominently. Already, even before 

Pétain’s speech this week, it was reported that a number 

of Jews had been arrested on charges of conducting propa- 
nda against his regime. 

In French Morocco the authorities have begun to raid Jewish 
homes and arrest Jews on the charge of engaging in “ Com- 
munist” activities igo favour of Russia. A number of arrested 
Jews have been sent for trial. 

Parallel with this, in the occupied zone, the Nazis have been 
raiding the Jewish quarter of Paris t to hunt for Jewish “saboteurs.” 
_In the course of a four-hour raid, 235 Jews were detained as 
suspects, but most of them were later released. The Nazis 
claim that those still gletained include the leaders of thé 
“Jewish’ Communist anti-Nazi movement" in occupied France. 

_One of Pétain’s new measures is, the setting up of a Council 
of Politica! Justice in order to speed up the trial of “ those 
responsible for the disaster.” Its proposals are to be submitted 
before October 15. Pétain is empowered to punish these persons 
(who will probably include M. Léon Blum and M. Mandel, the 
former Minister of the Interior) without trial. 

M. Mandel has, meanwhile, from his prison, started legal 
action against ‘unknown persons concerned in the occupation 
of his Paris apartment by a political organisation. 


STARVING JEWESSES STORM PARIS 
RELIEF CENTRE 


Police Disperse Demonstrators 


Carrying their children in their arms, 150 Jewish women, 
whose husbands have been sent by the Nazis to forced labour 
camps, stormed the Jewish relief Organisation's offices in the 
Rue Bicnfaisance, Paris, shouting: “We have been starving 
for three months!” They demolished furniture, smashed 
windows, and attacked employees of the organisation. 

Police cjected the women, but violent scenes continucd in 
the strect outside. Finally the demonstration was forcibly 
dispersed, 


, COLD DOUCHE FOR PARIS NAZIS 


Defying the anti-Jewish legislation, the head of the Paris fire

FAR EASTERN WAR-CLOUDS 
Jews Stranded in Japan 


With war clouds hanging over the Far East the situation 
of some thousand Polish Jewish. refugees stranded in Japan 
has become critical. According to reports reacting London 
the refugees are threatened with expulsion to Shanghai or 
internment in Japan unless their can be 
effected within a very short time. 

Following an urgent appeal from the Jewish Community in 
Kobe asking for immediate action, Dr. Schwarzbart, the Jewish 
member of the Polish National Council, has approached the 
authorities concerned in order to speed up the issuing of visas. 

Efforts are being made to secure the admission of the 
refugees to a British Dominion, and the Federation of Polish 
Jews in Canada and similar organisations in Australia and South 
Africa are prepared to assume full. responsibility for their 
maintenance. 

In the meantime, a group of Jewish refugees from Poland 
have reached Bombay via Japan. The refugees escaped from 
the Germans through Lithuania and proceeded across Russia to 
Japan. From Japan they went to Singapore and then to India, 
where they obtained visas for Palestine. 

Until recently Jewish refugees from Poland were passing in 
considerable numbers through Japan on their way to the United 
States and Canada, Central America, Palestine, and Australia. 
The war in Russia and the developments in the Far East have 


brought this movement to a standstill. 


FROM LISBON TO SHANGHAT 
~ “ Joint’s” Work of Human Salvage 


The magnificent way in which American Jewry is helping the 
stricken Communities of Europe was described recently to the 
Jewish Telegraphic Agency by Mr. Morris C. Troper, Chairman 


of the European Extcutive Council of the American Jewish Joint. 


Distribution Committee (the “ Joint”) shortly before his 
departure for New York by Clipper. Back in the U.S.A. he will 
consult about thg future of the American Jewish relief pro- 
gramme in Europe in the light of recent developments. 

“ Since the collapse of France and the establishment of the 
Lisbon office of the Joint,” said Mr. Troper, “ we have succeeded 
in reuniting at least 40,000 men, women, and children with their 
families in the United States and clsewhere. The new Washing- 
ton regulations (restricting immigration) complicate this work,” 
he added, “ but there aie still thdusands awaiting transportatron, 


as well as other thousands able to qualify under the new reguila- 


tions, whom we hope to get out of Europe.” 

Emigration is only one phase of the work which American 
Jewry is conducting -through the Joint. Relief work is being 
carried on in more than 50 countries, directly or indirectly 
aiding over a million people. Mr. lroper stressed the growing 
impoverishment of the Jewish Communities in Europe, which 
was intensifying relief needs, while heavy demands were now 
being made for hundreds of thousands of Jews in the new 
battle areas in the East. A recent cxample was the appeal for 
aid for 6,000 Jews who had been deported from Hungary to6 
Galicia. 

The Committee has also undertaken an extensive programme 
in Yugoslavia, where over 30,000 local Jews and 2 
were dependent on it for their maintenance. 

Urgent appeals have been received from Poland, where the 
need is so great that child care and feeding stations haye been 
forced to turn applicants away because of the lack of funds. 
With the advance of the German Armies in Poland the scope 
of the work has groatly increased. 

In unoccupied France more than A third of the foreign Jewish 
population are receivirfg aid from the Joint. 

In all these countrics, Mr. Troper declared, the work of the 
Committee was wide in its scope, embracing feeding, child care, 
medical services, Occupational retraining, and relugee mainten- 
ance, at such widely separated points as the Island of Rhodes, 
Lisbon, and Shanghai. 


The annual report of the Joint, recently published in New 
York, shows that it has spent $9,000,000 during the past 17 
months for the assistance of Jews in 50 countries. Despite com- 
plications in emigration procedure, 75,000 Jews emigrated 
during that period from Germany and Nazi-dominated countries.

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GENERAL SIKORSKI’S NEW LINE | 
A Department for Jewish Affairs ? 


[From a C orrespondent) 


Further changes in the Polish Government are expected. And 
in connection with this, there is, I learn, a greater likelihood that 
a special department for Jewish and minority affairs will be 
created. The setting up of such a department has been urged 
on the Polish Government for some time, but was delayed 
owing to streng Endek opposition. 

It seems that General Sikorski is likely to take a more inde- 
pendent line in the Cabinet. He made this clear in a talk to 
staff officers during a recent visit to the Polish troops, when he 
sharply criticised those of his collaborators (the reactionary 
Endeks), who opposed the agreement with Soviet Russia. 
“ From such people,” he declared, *“* I shall cut myself off 
completely.” It is accordingly expected that the attitude towards 
the Jewish problem will also undergo a change for the better. | 

It is now felt in the more ro, Polish circles that owing 
to his nuterous tasks the Polish Premier has not yet been able 
to devote sufficient attention to the Jewish question. He leaves 
this to some of his collaborators, who, for the most part, dis- 
like Jews or do not grasp the importance of the Jewish problem. 
Hence the dissatisfacti¢n with the present situation in Polish 
Jewish relations Voiced by the Jewish Press of almost all 
sections in the United States. 

General Sikorski is regarded by many Jews as having shown 
the inclination to have the Jewish problem settled on really 
democratic lines and bring about closer Polish Jewish co-opera- 
tion. But Endek predominance made this impossible. Now 
that the Premier is ready to follow more nearly the line he 
thinks best, it is likely that the Jewish question will at last 
receive the attention it deserves. The creation of a separate 
Under-Secretary for State to deal with the Jewish problem 
would be a welcome’ step forward. 

it is said that during his visit to America General Sikorski 
was, met with that demand: and that Jewish leaders with whom 
he nfefred in London also advised the same line. British 
official circles who have begun to pay a.cloSer attention to 
Polish Jewish relations are also believed to favour this step. 


ANTI-JEWISH ORDER RESCINDED! 


The Hungarian Minister of the Interior has cancelled an order 
issued by the Pest administration last spring barring Jews from 
beaches and health resorts. 

But the Minister, in his action, was not motivated by a sudden 
change of heart téwards the Jewish pariahs. He was merely 
pointing out that the order was NOw unnegessary, as the places 
cofcerned had already been “ freed ” of Jews. 


The Hungarian House of Deputies has rejected amendments 
by the Upper House to the Third Jew-Law which would have 
rendered it less rigorous. The decision of the House of 
Deputies means that the Nuremberg Laws which are incor- 
porated in the new measure will come into full force in Hungary. 


JOCHELMAN TRUST FUND 


» For Child Victims of Persecution 


SCHEME: ACCLAIMED AT MEMORIAL 
MEETING 


As a tribute to the late Dr. D. Jochelman, the memorial 
méeting which was held for him at Woburn House last 
week, acclaimed the decision of the Federation of Jewish 
Relief Organisations and the Polish Jewish Refugee Fund 
(of which he was the Chairman) to establish a Jochelman 
Trust Fund for the welfare of Jewish children of Eastern 
European victims of persecution. 

The objects of the Fund, in the words of a resolution which 
was adopted by. the mecting, “ are to provide these children 
with maintenance, education, vocational training, and re-cmigra- 
tion where possible.” It will aim at “ raising a sum of £25,000 
towards which amount the Polish Jewish Refugee Fund is con- 
tributing £5,000 already earmarked for refugee child aid, to 
serve as the nucleus of the Trust Fund.” This form of memorial 
was chosen because, in the work of relict to which he devoted 
himself, Dr. Jochelman had particularly at heart the needs 
of Jewish children—orphans of the pogroms. 

The speakers ‘at the meeting were the Chief Rabbi (who pre- 
sided), Professor S. Brodetsky, Mrs. Israel Zangwill, Mr. Morris 
Myer, Mr. H. A. Goodman, and Mr. J. Leftwich. The ~~ 
opened with the recital of the El Molé Rachamim by the Rev 
H. Maycrowltsch. 

Dr. Hertz called Dr. Jochelman a Maskil in practical philan- 
thropy. Jewish philanthropy was too often crudely emotianal, 
* unscientific ""——-a good thing, when the problems 
were only on a parochial scale. 

But when the question. was one of hundreds of thousands 
of hounded human beings, then knowledge, understanding, and 
the capacity to take long views became vitally necessary. David 
Jochelman had that knowledge, understandigg, and capacity. 

Professor Brodetsky sketched David Jochelman’s career from 
Yeshiva Bachur to communal leader. He began as a man 
interested in the theoretical aspect of Jewish learning, and he 
became one of the most practical Jewish statesmen of the day. 

Mrs. Zangwill@ecalled how her late husband and Dr. Jochel- 
man had worked together for several years in furtherance of 
the same cause. There was, she said, so close a co-operation 
between them and so high an admiration which each felt for 
the other, that their lives became interlocked. She realised 
now, she said, Dr. Jochelman’s vigour—he seemed to thrive 
on sleepless nights—was of the soul, and not of the body. 

Mr. Morris Myer said that the tribute which they were gomg 
to pay to Dr. Jochelman by creating a fund to help little victims 
of persecution: was the most fitting that could be paid to his 
memory. Mr, H. A. Goodman recalled the marches of the masses 
that the deceased organised, in face oi the counsel of timid 
leaders who. said “ now is not the time.” Mr. Leftwich recalled 
Dr. Jochelman’s work for the Ito and the Ufrainian Federation. 

Dr. Jochelman’s widow, her three daughters with their 
husbands, and his brother-ift-law, Dr. Mirkin, were at the 
meeting, which was attended also by Lady Fletcher (repre- 
senting the Central Polish Relief Fund) and Mrs. Haden Guest.

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DEFENCE STRATEGY 
REVIEWED 


THE Captain Ramsay case, Of which an extended 
report .was, for obvious reasons, published in these 
columns, should at least have undeceived the wishful 
thinkers in the Anglo-Jewish Community, who have 
persistently dismissed every warning of the anti-Semitic 
menace in these islands as a product of over-apprehen- 
sive imagination, if not as something injurious to the 
Jews themselves. It is inconceivable that, in the light 
of the things that were revealed at the Court hearing, 
not forgetting those which were only half-revealed, 
the scepticism of the doubters on the necessity of Jewish 
defence work Should still be maintained, at any rate 
with the old robust confidence. There are grounds for 
hope, therefore, that the Community will henceforth 
bend more unanimous efforts towards dealing with this 
matter. 

The present-is a suitable moment for examining the 
work of our defence organisation, and, in particular, its 
strategical methods. There are some who, while very 
rightly giving general praise to the exertions that have 
been made, contend that they should take on a more 
positive character, They would agree that the 
exposure of errors and the rebutting of slanders against 
our people are vitally important tasks which must con- 
tinue on an increasing scale. But they urge that side 


by side with this there should be a determined effort to. 


imbue the Jews themselves with a deeper pride in their 
race and faith. This, it is argued, could not fail to 
inspire in them a resolve to live up to the highest Jewish 
ideals, with the result that the faults of character, and 
sometimes of action, which appear in some of them, and 
which were faithfully dealt with in the kindly-meant 
article reprinted in our last issue from the “Christian 
News-Letter,” would be gradually renounced, and the 
ground, therefore, cut away from the enemy attack. 
This argument is a kind of plea for auto-emancipation 
from the anti-Jewish menace. Be good Jews, loyally 
observant of Jewish teaching and truly Jewish conduct, 
and the case for the blasphemer will sooner or later be 
gone. 

That this self-educative process would be salutary in 
its effect not only on Jews but on critical non-Jews is 
hardly open to question. It cannot be offered as a 
speedy and unfailing specific to cure the anti-Jewish 
evil in toto. The unteachable enemy will still remain. 
Jews will sull be one of those minorities of whom it 
has been said that their destiny ts to suffer. Some 
coreligionists, too, may prove intractable; and, in, con- 
sequence, offer opportunities for the indulging of the 
scapegoat practice. But the reply to these arguments ts, 
first, that at least the vulnerability of the Community 
to malicious or unjust criticism would be reduced ; and, 
secondly, that a Community rid largely of spiritual 
ugliness, the product to a considerable degree -of the 
inferiority complex, and also race-and-faith-conscious, 
would look out on the world with a spirit fortified 
against tribulations and be,-therefore, the better able to 
overcome them or live them down. It is, no doubt, the 
long-range view, which only the lapse of years can 
vindicate. But the anti-Jewish complex, too, is a 
disease of the ages, and if Jews have been almost un- 
naturally patient during that great stretch of time it 
cannot be too much, perhaps, to bid them be patient 
still for some time yet, while prosecuting relentlessly 
their fight against injustice and wrong. 


This means that the defence methods, as hitherto’ 


practised-——the refutation of lies orf misunderstandings, 
the exposure of the depravity of most of the active anti- 
Semites, the lectures to non-Jews about Jews and their 
creed and way of life, the preventive action such as its 
taken by the Trades Advisory Council, and even the 
primitive methods.or sanctions recently introduced and 
perhaps to be extended—all these cannot, and must not, 
be dispensed with. The argument often heard—that 
too much concentration by Jews on Jewish delinquen- 
cies is liable to spread exaggerated ideas about Jewish 
wrong-doing—cannot stand against the counter-argu- 
ment that Jewish passivity in the face of such delin- 
quencies would'make a still more regrettable impression, 
while conveying also to some Jews themselves the 
deplorable suggestion that the offences cannot be so 
very serious if the Conimunity does not resent them 
and endeavour to stamp them out. In particular, it is 
of the utmost consequence that wicked anti-Jewish 
libels should be promptly countered. A Community 


left dumb and impotent against such assaults is a Com- . 


munity well on the way to losing that most precious 

possession of all—its morale. And a Community with- 

éut morale is a defeatist horde doomed to destruction. 
Facing one knows not whai prospects in an uncertain 


future, the paramount need is, therefore, for increased 
defence on the broadest and most comprehensive lines. 
But the guidance of this vital movement is a laborious 
task, demanding ‘not only ceaseless vigilance and 
initiative, but making large dravights on energies and 
available time. It simply cannot be left to be fitted into 


.* a number of other important duties, receiving whatever 
attention those other tasks may permit. 


It demands not 
a part of a leader's time, but all his time. It calls for 
a Generalissimo with sufficient time to think, to travel, 
to inspire, to direct, to organise, and, if possible, to be 
always one move ahead of the enemy in the defence 
of his people. No second-best, or almost-as-good, will 

The sooner that this is recognised the better for the 
future of the Jews of this country. 


STILL POLES APART. 


THe wrangling between two Polish-Jewish organisations, 
both out to help the Polish Jews, still continues, and grows 
intolerably noisy, judging from the argumentation addressed 
to this office from all sides. Briefly the position is that 
two bodies claim to-day to be what used tobe known as 
the Federation of Polish Jews. It would be absurd and 
unjust to penalise our readers by allowing the parties to 
the dispute to set forth in our columns their arguments and 
refutations, charges and counter-charges, allegations and 
denials. Much’ of the matter in dispute is question of fact, 
and requires judicial examination. An appeal to the 
Deputies’ President to decide the issue has so far failed 
in the absence of sufficient evidence. Now it is obvious 
that this sort of unseemly rowing cannot go on indefinitely. 
The ordinary balanced individual will ask why cannot the 
two Federations submit their differences to final arbitra- 
tion. This had better be done, and done quickly. The 
penalties of obstinacy and strife are plain—the discrediting 
of both disputants. There is one more consideration to 
ponder. What is likely to be the effect of this feckless and 
squalid chevraism on Polish Government, and even influ- 
ential British, circles? One can picture, too, the elated 
reaction of the Polish anti-Semites to the strife, every time 
its shrill echoes reach them from the rival camps. Let 
the two sides then come together like sensible men—if 
a “fed-up”” Community is not to dismiss them both as 
bodies with many differences but not very different. 


APT PUPILS OF THEIR GERMAN FRIENDS 


LirtLe more than two months ago there took place a 
horrible pogrom in the Middle East. It occurred in Bagdad 
on the two days before the entry of the British troops, and 
some details of it are furnished by Mr. Edward Kennedy 
in an Associated Press dispatch from that city. According 
to him, some of the local policemen joined in the looting 
of the Jewish quarters which was started by deserters from 
the retreating Iraqi rebel army. 

“ Shooting locks off or battering doors, pillagers rushed 
in shooting or knifing anyone in their way,” says the report. 
“ Mutilated bodies were flung out of windows. . . . Furni- 
ture was pulled apart and tiles torn up from the floors 
in the quest for gold picces. Some Mosiem homes were 
sacked, and in many cases Moslem looters killed one 
another. Almost all. the- British homes also were 


plundered.” 
In all, the loot ts valued at £500,000. Two particular points 
about this ghastly incident are to be noted. The first is 
that just as the Serbs in Croatia are to-day compelled, like 
the Jews, by local quislings to wear a distinctive armlet, so 
the Jews had non-Jews as fellow-sufferers in Bagdad. 
Hatred and trouble begin ‘vith the Jews but do not 
stop there. The second point is that the subversive and 
lawless class in Iraq is sufficiently large for the dispassionate 
observer to discount some of the effusive flattery l[AVished on 
Arab civilisation but so mysteriously withheld from Middle 
Fast Jews. And the best way to promote, even uninten- 
tionally, ill-will and outbreaks against Jews of that area 
is for the Government publicly and almost ostentatiously 
to discriminate against them. 


GOLDEN (2) SILENCE 


Vistrors to the travelling exhibition of ‘pictures of the 
Middle East-which has just been on view at the M.O.1. may 
have been greatly impresséd by what they saw. But they 
would not have gone away with the idea, unless they had 
previously grasped it, that Jews had anything to do with 
it, for the exhibits, according to our reporter who looked 
in at the show, were preponderantly Arab and the Jewish 
element was conspicuous by its almost complete absence. 
Nobody could suppose from them that there are nearly 
half-a-million Jews in Palestine, that they have enriched 
its’ soil with uniquely fascinating colonies, that a bustling 
new city has sprung up at Tel-Aviv. at the touch, as it 
were, of their colonising genius, and that they are bringing 
a new industrial life into a land which, before them, was 
lifeless and derelict. This exhibition, therefore, is a per- 
version of the present and a falsification of the past. It 
is, as such, calculated to mislead the onlooker, to inflate the 
Arabs, and to bewilder, if not depress, the Jews. Why. this 


‘exasperating soft-pedalling of the Jewish effort in Palestine 


should have occurred is not explained. One can only reflect 
that it follows on, among other things, the seemingly 
studied omission of the Yishuv from Mr. Eden's recent 
reference to the Middle East, to say nothing of the Prime 
Minister's tantalisingly obscure answers to questions on the 
subject jn Parliament. It may all be merely diplomacy, 
it is true, but .men of the world must know that you do 
not eliminate something by just pretending not to see 4. 


And Tel-Aviv is large enough to be spotted by the feeblest 
vision,

The story of this non-official collabora- 
tion by’ the Fund is enriched by innumerable instances of 
timely generosity, of interventions which have eased 
great suffering or anxiety or fear. When, indeed, the 
tale of this wonderful Fund comes to be told in 
full it will be the moving narrative of charity unexcelled | 
in the relief it has brought, and a lasting if silent rebuke 
to those who doubt the buman heart. Many of our own 
Jewish brethren, stricken by raids, have felt the’ warming 
touch of its ministrations. They will bear testimony to 
its efficiency and not withhold the meed of response to 
the irgent appeal now made for further contributions, 


Next Tuesday a National Flag Day is being held in its 
aid. That will be every man’s and every woman's oppor- 
tunity to help. .Ministers of every denomination are asked 
to appeal for the Fund from their pulpits. They will not 
ignore that request. At any moment the present comparative 
lull in the raids may be broken. There is no time to lose. 
Of your charity, please! 


OUR RUSSIAN ALLIANCE 


Mr. A. J. CUMMINGS, writing in the News CHRONICLE, 
narrates a story of a conversation between “a man_ of 
substance in the City ” and a major-general at the Hurling- 
ham Club. In the course of it, the opinion was expressed 
by the City man that it was.a pity we didn't do more to help 
the Russian Army, to which the officer's reply was, “ Are 
you one of these Communists? 1 think it is a damn good 
thing they're fighting and I hope they succeed in wiping 
each other out.” When the other remarked that “Churchill 
had promised all aid,” he was met with the retort: “Of 
course. What else could he do? He's a politician and 
surrounded by Jews. No, you won't see the Army helping 
the Reds—you can take it from me.” Mr. Cummings 
expresses the well-founded belief that the major-general 
is im serious error about the British Army’s wishes and 
intentions, and the no less likely conclusion that “ the 
General Staff, which has begun to sit up and take notme, 
would certainly regard him as an ignorant ass.” He adds, 
however, that “ his opinion is illuminating in its underlying 
implications,” and with this there must be a large measure 
of agreement. Tltis sneering talk of politicians, Com- 
munists, and Jews, all has a familiar ring. It shows how 
the Fifth-Column whisperings seep almost unnoticed into 
the public minds and, in particular, into the minds of 
“ignorant asses.” But the process, working at this critical 
lime, is manifestly dangerous and the very thing that Hitler 
and Goebbels are out to do their damndest to encourage. 
We cannat afford to mix mental reservations with our 
Russian alliance. Mr. Churchill, by the determined stand 
he took on the morrow of the Nazis’ Russian invasion, 
proved that he was conscious of this truth. His prompt 
action was a master-stroke -of political insight and 
presecsence. 


A “REICH” OF ROBBERS 


THE pungent thessage ‘of the Moscow wireless, this 
week, to a German woman who, in a letter to her husband 
on the Eastern front, had incHed him to “ get hold of a fur 
coat from one of those dirty Jews” because “ it wouldn't<lo 
the bounders any harm,” is part of a new but simple 
propaganda of direct approach which had never occurred 
to the tortuous mind of Dr. Goebbels, and no doubt will 
be heartily disliked by him accordingly. The request of 
this woman, which also extended to “some material for a 
suit.” and “a pair of shoes, size 7,” was not complied with, 
for the reason that, as the wireless announcer informed her. 
her husband had “ got six feet of Russian soil!” ‘“ None 
of you,” the message added with scorching irony, “ need 
expect more than that from Russia.” One might be 
tempted to wonder how a creature bent on the dirty work 
of despoiling helpless people can at the same time brand 
the victims as “dirty.” But the Germans have been sub- 
jected by their rebber government to such systematic and 
incessant debauchery of mind and Character that great 
numbers of them have ceased to be able to distinguish 
between eum and imum, when it comes to foreigners and 
especially to Jews, foreign or*native. Nazi soldiers in the 
occupied Russian towns have been observed in wholesale 
looting, undeterred by their commanders. German prisoners 
of war and soldiers killed in action have been found in 
possession of watches, rings, cigarette cases, and other. 


articles stolen in France, Belgium, and Holland, and bearing 


in some cases the names of Jewish owners. In fact, of 
course, the whole Nazi system is nothing but filching on 
a vast scale-—filching of other nations’ territories, pillaging 
of their food, and all the rest of the beastly story. In short, 
a robber State is prowling about in search of loot, Can any 
sane person doubt that the only way of dealing with it is 
the way. which every givilised country adopts towards bands 
of gangSters—rounding up thejr leaders at least, and putting 
them where their nefarious career will be ended for good?

THE CHALLENGE TO ORTHODOXY 


“ Torah Va’Avodah’s” Call to the 
Community 


From Mr. MYER SILVERSTONE 
(Chairman, Torah Va Avodah Organisation) 


To the Editor of THe Jewisu CHRONICLE 


Six,—The challenge you have issued to Orthodoxy is indeed 
the real challenge. Only jf those of us who regard them- 
sclves as loyal to Traditional Judaism will—to adopt your own 
words--brace themselves to the great and glorious task of 
vindicating it in the testing timé that lies ahead, will Orthodoxy 
in England survive or be worthy of survival. That it must 
*urvive is beyond questioning. Unless the Anglo-Jewish Com- 
munity is' permeated as a Community, institutions and ind- 
viduals glike, in action and in spirit, by the vital principles for 
which Traditional Judaism stands, then British Judaism is 
doomed to extinction. 

You, Sir, are aware, and the Community is aware, that the 
Torah Va'Avodah movement in this country has been 
primarily concerned with the national future of the Jewish 
people in Eretz Yisrael; its ideal has always been to strive 
for the establishment in Eretz Yisrael of a productive national 
community living by the Torah and its principles of social 
justice and morality. It is for the realisation of that ideal 
here that you, Sir, are contending. Torah Va'Avodah here has 
always recognised—-and never more than during ths war— 
that the practical achievement of that ideal in Palestine and 
at least its spiritual realisation for the Diaspora represents 
the essential and indispensable bond between Eretz Yisracl 
and Galut. 

Thus it is that from our movement have sprung not only 


- Chalutzim in Palestine, but the young men and women who are 


in the front of those—all too few—who seck that “ British 
Judaism spring to life once more.’ From our ranks have gone 
forth and go forth so many of the younger, vigorous, and 
enthusiastic ministers-—and the Chaplaincy is largely “ ours” too. 

The war has thrown into glaring relief the critical problems 
‘of Anglo-Jewry: problems which existed before but upon 
which the light of recognition was neyer before shed; religious, 
economic, social problems: problems of communal organisa- 
tion and of education. The Torah Va'Avodah movement in 
this country, through the cultural and practical activities of 
the Torah Va'Avodah Organisation, through the chalutz train- 
ing work of Bachad, through the development of Bnei Akivah 
for our children and youth, has concerned itself, and is 
increasingly concerning itself, with all these problems, with 
the mustering of “an army of loyal, enthusiastic, and manly 
Jews.” 

In this spirit, we accept your challenge, Sir. We pick up 
the gage you have thrown down and enter the lists on behalf 
of Judaism, traditional yet revitalised. 

We in turn issue a call—to all organisations and communal 
institutions, to all Jewish men and women who love their 
people: “ Eretz Yisrae!"’ and “Am “Yisrael” ar@one and 
indissoluble under the guidance of “ Torat Yisrael." Let us, 
being so gpided and inspired, render service all together for 
our Homeland there and for our Community here.

MR. SAMUEL KODER__.. 


Leading Jew of Cochin, S. India 


The death on April 23 of Mr. Samuel Sabattai Koder, 
leader of the Jews of Cochin, South India, and one of the 
most respected citizens in the State, is reported in a lester 

Ree which has been delayed in transit. 
The cortége, when it left Mr. Koder's 
home in Jew Town for the White Jews’ 
Synagogue, was followed by concourse 
of people which blocked the road for a 
quarter of a mile, and included the Chief 
and y Secretaries to the Govern- 
ment Cochin, the Minister for Rural 
Development, and other distinguished 
citizens. Municipality offices and those 
of transport and electric companies, 
banks, and institutions, and many shops 
were closed. Among the many messages 
was one from the Dewan of Cochin, who 
dtscribed Mr. Koder's death as a great 
loss to-the State. 

Samuel Koder was born in Cochin in 
1869. He soon after completing his studies, to take 
an active part in public and communal affairs. He was the first 
Jewish councillor of the British Cochin Municipality for over 
20 years, and its Chairman for over six rs. He was also the 
Chairman of Mattancherry Municipality for two successive terms 
and was the only person so far in the State who had the honour 
of being Chairmen of both the Municipalities. He represented 
Mattancherry in the first and the second Cochin Legislative 
Councils, and the Jewish constituency in the third Council. 

Mr: Koder, who was scnior partner of Messrs. S. Koder, 
Cochin, Trivandrum, and Palghat, was also Managing Director 
of the Ferry and Transport Services and the Cochin Electric 
Company, and Chairman of the Indo-Mercantile Bank, Ltd., 
Cochin, and the Cochin State Motors. His public services were 
recognised by both the Madras and Cochin Governments on 
several occasions. He was presented with the Delhi Durbar, 
Silver Jubilee, and Coronation Medals, and several gold medals 
from the rulers of Cochin. He was also a Fellow of the Royal 
Society of Arts, London. “As a philanthropist and communal! 
worker Samuel Koder’s charity knew no distinction of creed or 
colour. He has endowed a prize in the Maharaja's College. 
Ernakulam, and was a liberal contributor to war charitics in 
Cochin and outside it. 

In 1903 the late Mr. Koder was elected the Warden of the 
White Jews’ Synagogue, and from that year onwards he was the 
accredited leader of the Jews of Cochin, He encouraged educa- 
tion among the younger members of the Community by liberal 
contributions, and for the first fime utilised the Synagogue funds 
for secular education among the poorer members of the Com- 
munity. He was President of the Malabar Jews’ Association 

Mr. Koder, who was predeceased by his wife a year ago, 
leaves three sons and two daughters. 


JUDGE I. M. GOLDEN 
American B’nai B’rith and Zionist Worker 


Judge I. M. Golden, National Vice-President of B'nai 
B'rith, and one of the outstanding Jewish leaders of the 
Pacific Coast, has died suddenly in San Francisco at the 
age of 63. 

Born in Germany, Judge Golden was brought to the United 
States as a boy of six, in 1884, and educated at the University 
of California. He practised law in San Francisco from 1899, 
was, justice of the peace from 194 to 1910, and Chief Deputy 
District Attorney from 1918 to 1932. From 1934 he was a 
Superior Court Judge. At the time of his death he was working 
on a method of pre-trial settlement of legal disputes that won 
the interest of attorneys all over the Pacific Coast. 

Judge Golden was a member of the National Executive Com- 
mittee of the Zionist Organisation of America and was a dele- 
gate to the World Zionist Congress two years ago. For his 
championship of_Irish freedom he was honoured with member- 
ship in the Ancient Order of Hibernians; on whose platform he 
delivered many notable addresses. He was also Vice-President 
of the Board of Governors of San Francisco's Bar Association 
and a President of Congregation Beth Isracl there. 


The death has occurred at Tel-Aviv, at the age of 68, of 
Mr. Davip Priore 
former member of the World Executive of Sefardic Jews. He 
was one of the founders of Tel-Aviv.

In 1906 he went to Palestine and was 
appointed Shochet to the Community in 
Kiryath Sephir. In Palestine Mr. Chait 
received Kabbalah from the late Chief 
Rabbi of Palestine, Rabbi Isaac Kook. 
For the past 18 years he was Shochet to 
the Dublin Community, a position which 
he filled with a high sense of duty. He 
was a Talmudist of distinction, a pillar 
of Orthodoxy in the Community, and 
he commanded the respect and esteem 
of all by his services to the Community 
and his character.

Emanuel “Howitt, in the R.A.M.C. in the Middle East, and the 
other, Flying Officer William E. Howitt, in the R.A.F.V.R.

He was deeply interested in 
Jewish education and was connected with the Talmud Torah 
for several years, being Vice-Chairman at the time of his death, 
while for the past year he was Chairman of the Glasgow Hebrew 
Education College. He was also an executive member of the 
local Jewish Education Board and the Jewish Representative 
Council.

Conscientiousness, thoroughness, and devotion to duty were 
his characteristics. Service to the Community was the keynote 
of his life. To the Community he gave his energy, time, and 


- talents, and he laboured for the congregatrwon with faithfulness 


and with carnestness. Glasgow Jewry can ill afford to lose such 
a man as Leon Jackson, but we thank God for the work he did 
and the noble example he set. Our hearts go out to_ his 
bereaved wife and daughters in the loss of a devoted husband 
and father.

Ever since he came to Glasgow more tham 30 years ago Leon

alone. That is the Hebraic standpoint. It is a funda- 
mental of Jewish faith and doctrine. By it Judaism 
stands or falls. : 

There is another school of thought that contradicts this 
viewpoint, kt does so emphatically, indeed vehemently. 
it claims to be ultra-modern, and it teaches that man 
lives chiefly by and for his stomach. The tangled 
web of history has only one explanation—economics! 
The human story in all its multitudinous variations has 
but a single theme: dearth and plenty. Want is the cause 
of causes, and plenty the ultimate goal. 

This theory may not be very complimentary to human- 
kind, but it is popular nonetheless. For one thing, 
“ Economics.” is an attractive modern label, and labels go 
a long way. The invention of acceptable nomenclature 
for a problem is hardly distinguishable, to the uncritical 
mind, from the discovery of the solution to the problem. 

Nor is it altogether a matter of ignorant susceptibility 
to the fascination of fine-sounding terminology. Have not 
some of our most brilliant and learned historians demon- 
strated with impressive wealth of scholarship that the 
economic factor has caused great mmgratory Movements 
among the human as well as among the lower species: 
that famine has been an instigator of many wars, and bread 
the deeper reason of innumerable sanguinary battles? 
Furthermore (it is contended), change bread to raw 
materials and you explain everything, even the rise of 
modern totalitarianism, 


T tio Bible teaches that man does not live. by bread ' 


would be interesting to observe how many students of 

history still cling to these pre-war theories in face of 
the extraordinary psychological phenomena that have 
marked the present world-conflict. Nations are fighting to 
the death, but hardly, can it be said, with the supreme 
object of lining their stomachs better. Men and women are 
standing up to the terrors of present-day warfare with a 
sublime courage that was never inspired by the thought 
of .bread alone. Emplover and employee have sunk their 
differences, the fires of class-struggle have been quenched 
before issues that are admitted, on all sides, to be of far 
greater importance. Our banners bear such words as Free- 
dom, Democracy, Humanity. We speak of the vandalism 
of the new barbarians, and declare the preservation of 
civilisation to be our great concern. The enemy is called 
a neo-pagan; and the survival of religion is mentioned 
as a war aim. “I would rather die on my feet than live 
‘on my knees” ts the historic lead given to his people by 
the head of the world’s richest country. That this is not 
a war for a map, but for a way of life, is a truth that the 
greatest British ‘statesmen are constantly stressing. And so, 
after all these centuries, when the world again finds itself in 
the wilderness—the wilderness that inevitably confronts 
man when he takes his fill of the degrading and enslaving 
fieshpots of Egypt, the desert-period that we seem ever 
destined to traverse before we can enter the promised land 
of a better and nobler human order—mankind retraces its 
steps to Sinai, and bears witness to the ancient Mosaic 
teaching thai it is not by bread only that man doth live. 


BUT let us be warned against extremist fallacies. - The 

Torah says “by bread only.” The economic factor 
is not the supreme factor in our lives, or else we had never 
risen above the state of the brutes in the primeval forest. 
Bread is not the primary thing; Heaven's manna is the 
real power-source of progress. Spiritual forces weave the 
threads of history into the Design of Providence. Yet 
economic questions remain powerful determinants in human 
life. The Bible's caveat is limited to the significant word 
“only.” This is characteristic of the Divine Sanity of 
Judaism. The giving of the Torah at Mount Sinai was a 
climacteric (our Sages declare) marked by the union of 


and Heaven and Earth met; the 
spiritual and the material became co-ordinated. By this 
harmonious blending of the terrestrial and celestial, Judaism 
blazed a new Way of Life, and made its paths paths of 
Peace. By this same token, the world can hope for fuiure 
peace and blessing. 

Religiosity that purports to ‘despise mundane affairs is 
no true piety. It breeds either anchorites or hypocrites; 
by neither can the world be saved. When religion leads 
the vanguard in social reform, in securing a just deal for 
the worker, in the advance towards universal equality of 
opportunity, in fighting against racial discrimination, it will 
become a Divine force in human affairs. When Socialists 
as a whole outgrow the puerile braggadocio of studied 
atheism, and seek (as some already do) inspiration and 
guidance from the God of those first great socialists, the 
Prophets, they will be building not on the quicksands of 
ever-changing political expediency, but on the enduring 
foundation of eternal verities. 
_“ By every thing that proceedeth out of the mouth of 
the Lord doth man live.” Let us grasp this great truth 
to-day, and to-morrow, with God's help, we shall enter 
upon a world-order of freedom, brotherhood, justice, and 
peace.

How America Views Youth Problem 


{From our Clubs Correspondent) 


« Lest Jewish club teaders in England think that the problems 
facing Jewish youth to-day are in the main due to the fact 
that they are in bombed areas, and that when the war is over 
they will slip back to the old ways and all will once again 
be well, the following extract from the Jewish Centre, a leading 
American Jewish Youth publication, should convince them that 
the problem is more universal: 

“ Youth,” says the journal, “ is faced with the impact of 
a new situation which demands a rethinking and révaluation 
of many established attitudes and habits. In some cases,, this 
has resulted in bewilderment, frustration, and aimless groping; 
in others a strong desire for positive action. Our club pro- 
gram, if it is to aid individual adjustment, must meet this 
challenge. This program can ho stronger, however, than 
our club leadership, the effectiveness of which, in turn, ts 


dependent on adequate training and skilful guidance by the. 


professional staff.’ 

Rementber,, the American Jewish Youth movement has not 
et been beset by any large military call-up, its membership 
‘ not diminished by mass evacuation, and yet the problem 
of thinking of the present in terms of the past has to be 
combated in New York. In general, the American Jewish 
Youth bodies scem to be better organised than ours. The 
order of the day appears to be a large settled district buildin 
which houses and caters for almost every facet of Jewis 
Youth activity.. Is the reason for the greater awareness of the 
weakoesses of their youth movement to be found in the fact 
that the leaders and section leaders (the term “ manager ” 
evidently does not exist in their club vocabulary) are more 
scientifically trained, understand their young charges better, 
and consequently know a problem when they see it? 


Desire to Lead is Not Enough 


It is not sufficient in the more prominent centres in New York 
for a4 man ta be made a club or section leader—tantamount 
to “manager” here—because as a_ rank-and-file member 
he was well-behaved and proved amenable to disciplinc, was 
honest in character, had an “urge for the work, or took 
it up because there was a shortage of men (a genuine cry 
from most of the A.J.Y. clubs). 

“In planning these courses [for training leaders], writes 
the Centre,’- there is a sensitivity not only to the needs of the 
agency but also to the intellectual and emotional level of the 
leaders. Experience has revealed that theoretical information 
beyond the grasp of the club leader sometimes can be more 
damaging than no guidance at all. The following incident 
may help to flustrate this point: “During a Jecture to a club 
leaders’ group such psychological mechanisms as inferiority 


complex, second child complex, etc.,-were discussed. Immedi- 
ately following the lecture one of the young deaders, without 
psychological background, excitedly proclaimed that he had 
ved «a difficult situation™in his group. One of the * non- 
conformists " in his group was a second child and short in 
stature at that.” 
In short it amounts to this: American club leaders have 
realised that helping to train young people at an age when 
their minds are acutely sensitive and receptive is a scientific 
job and that one must be trained for it. Anglo-Jewish youth 
are no different or less sensitive than their American brothers. 
It is pleasing to note that the Natidnal Association of Girls’ 
Clubs, to which the AJ.Y. is affiliated, is awarding bursarigs 
for suitable club girls to be trained as club leaders. 
National Association of Boys’ Clubs is understandably not 
inclined just now to do the same for the boys’ clubs, because 
so many of the best suited fellows are in the Forces. Still, 
the time will assuredly come when they will be ready for it, and 
when that time comes the responsible club leaders should have 
ready a parallel scheme to arrange for those additional 
lessons that will be needed by the Jewish club leader, who 
will have just those few problems more than his Gentile 
counterpart.

CAREERS ADVICE 


The Board of Education has issued details (Form 31a U/1942) 
of Scholarships in’ Science that it proposes to offer for com- 
petition in 1942, if circumstances permit. They include 20 
Royal Scholagships and 11 Studeftships in Science for approved 
courses in Science’ at the Imperial College of Science and 
Technology, and eight Whitworth Scholarships. 

The value of a Royal Scholarship or a Studentship is assessed 
in relation to the*needs of the student, subject to a maximum 
award in the case of a Royal Scholar of £100 a year for 
maintenance, together with the payment of the College fee for 
the course. A Studentship covers only the payment of fees. 
If the Board are not satisfied that assistance ts needed, the 
award will be honorary. : 

Candidates can enter for the examination in any one of the 
following groups, but in one only: Engineering; Physics and 
Mathematics; Chemistry: Biology; Geology.

The consecration of Jewish marriages in unconsecrated 
buildings is becoming so frequent and apparenily, fashionable, 
nowadays, as to cause a great danger.

T.A.C.’s GROWING MEMBERSHIP 
Area Council for Manchester 


Coinciding with the conclusion of its first year of activity, 
the Trades Advisory Council reports ‘important extensions of its 
work in various parts of Britain. 

Following the establishment of an Area Council in Leeds, the 
Manchester and Salford Council of Jews now also has founded 
a local Area Council. 

Parallel with this development, the Council has embarked on 
a membership campaign aimed at enfolling every Jewish trader 
throughout the country who is in sympathy with its objects. 
Trades as diverse as enginecring and eallenes. rubber and 
cereals, poultry and radio, are represented on the membership 
roll. Members are connected with multiple stores and film cor- 
porations, and at the other end of the scale are one-man shop- 
keepers and stallholders. 

Although the strongest representation is in London, member- 
ship in Manchester, Leeds, Glasgow, Newcastle, and other large 
provincial towns is rapidly growing. Applications have also 
been received from seaside towns and country villages, and 
while providing an accretion of strength to the Council the 
information gained is of great benefit for the statistical survey 
which the Council is planning. . 

The Council's mailbag reveals some interesting suggestions. 
One, which is being given consideration, was submitted by a 
multiple firm of retail tailors. The Managing Director 
suggested that.the Council should issue to members a certificate 
to be displayed in order to acquaint those with whom they do 
business of the fact that they are members of the T.A.C., and 
they operate according to T.A.C. business standards. [A simi- 
lar suggestion was made in the leader notes in this paper on 
June 27, under the heading “ A Badge of Honour.” ;

FESTIVE FASCISTS 
“ Unlimited Food” in Isle of Man 


The Manx Government is being asked to take action to end 
what is described, says the News CHRONICLE, as the pampering 
of members of the British Union of Fascists interned at Peel, 
Isle of Man, who are allowed to receive unlimited supplies of 
food in addition to the ample diet provided at the camp. 

When Peel Town Board interviewed the camp commandant 
they were told the matter was-under the control of the Home 
Office, and he could not interfere. 

He showed them a list of food that had been sent in. - One 
woman brought six chickens, 3 Ib. of tomatoes, 5 Ib. of bacon, 
three dozen eggs, and beef. 

A member of the Board said he had seen 12 chickens and a 
whole side of bacon being left for ah mternee. Goods were 
brought from Douglas shops, and one woman arrived regularly 
in a car with hundredweights of :stufl. He added: “ These 
women are paying more for goods than residents. The food- 
stuffs are unrationed.” 

According to William Hickey, in the Dany Express, there 
are now, following the removal of many Fascists to the Isle of 
Man, only about eighty 18B detainees in Brixton Prison. Among 
them are Sir Oswald Mosley, Captain Ramsay, M.P., and Sir 
Barry Domvile, former head of “ The Link.” 

The political detainees are kept apart from the remand 
prisoners and enjoy (within strict limits) a fairly free-and-casy 
existence. They can feed together or alone in their cells, as 
they like. Friends outside send in delicacies: regulations allow 
a bottle of beer or a half-bottle of wine a day. 

Sir Oswald Mosley, says Hickey, is learning German from a 
fellow-Fascist who speaks it perfectly, being the son of a ‘German 
mother. 

Among the detainees, he adds, is one Jew. The leading 
Fascists do not speak to him: the lesser ones and the non- 
Fascists seem to go out of their way to treat him courteously. 


A FASCIST NAMED LEWINSKY 


* Two men and a woman who had been members of the B.U-F. 
were sent to prison at Ealing last week for hindering an arrest. 
It was stated that while in the B.U.F. they became friendly 
with another member named Lewinsky, who passed under the 
name of Lynden. 

An order for Lewinsky's detention, under Regulation 188, was 
issued in July, 1940. 

Stuart Edwin Macey, of Milton Road, Hanwell, employed him 
on building work and shared lodgings with him. When he 
heard, last month, that the police were making inquiries he gave 
Lewinsky £5 and told him to clear off. The wanted man was 
later arrested in Ealing, at the flat of two other friends, Mr. and 
Mrs. R. B. Cutler. 

The couple pleaded in court that they did not know Lynden’s 
name was Lewinsky, or that an order had been made against 

im. 

Mrs. Cutler was sentenced to three months in the second divi- 
sion. Her husband, now a soldier, and Macey were given 
three months’ hard labour. Notice of appeal was given in 
respect of Mrs. Cutler and Macey.

JEWS’ FREE SCHOOL IN THE COUNTRY 
More Versatile Than Ever 


Jews’ Free School boys gained a reputation in pre-war days 
for the variety and enterprise of their activities at Middlesex 
Street. But these pale before the diversity and resourcefulness 
which are shown in war time, in evacuation areas. 

Some of the work of the Jews’ Free Central School at Isleham 
and Soham (Cambs.) is alluded to in “ Evacuation, Number 5," 
of the Central School Magazine. “ The Jewish atmosphere of 
the School,” says the magazine, “ has been fully maintained, 
with a kasher canteen at Soham during Passover, the Sabbath 
services, Friday evening meetings, and the number of boys 
prepared for Confirmation.” For Hebrew, there ts, in addition 
to the usual classes, a special class on four evenings a week. 

One of the country activities has been sugar bect singling. 
*“ We worked like thoroughbred farm hands,” writes one boy, 
* ignoring backache, thistles in the hand—not worth two in the 
bush—and persevering through other discomforts. All our 
employers expressed their satisfaction with us, and one perfect 
specimen presented a bicycle to the Lewis brothers.” This, 
evidently, was work for near-by farmers and was paid for. But 
the School has its own garden and plot. Poultry is kept, rabbits 
reared, and two bee-hives have been constructed, “so we have 
bees and honey in the offing.” Cycling, swimming, and fishing, 
and a choir and picrrots are other interests, and in the workshop 
tools are made and a variety of useful articles for evacuees, 
including clothes-horses, dust-pans, candlesticks, and pokers. 


THe Mayor and the Mayoress of Hendon (Alderman A. A. 
Naar, M.B.E.. J.P.. and Mrs. Naar) were presented to the 
Queen at a reception at the Mansion House last week, when the 
Mayor was congratulated by Her Majesty on the magnificent 
response of the Borough, which had raised £7,500 for the Air 
Raid Distress Fund, £4,500 of which has been handed over to 
the Lord Mayor. This is the largest sum that has been 
collected in any London borough: Mr. and Mrs. Nat, Lewin 
were also presented to Her Majesty, who chatted for several 
minutes with Mrs. Lewin.

How America Views Youth Problem 


{From our Clubs Correspondent) 


+ Lest Jewish club teaders in England think that the problems 
facing Jewish youth to-day are in the main due to the fact 
that they are in bombed areas, and that when the war is over 
they will slip back to the old ways and all will once again 
be well, the following extract from the Jewish Centre, a leading 
American Jewish Youth publication, should convince them that 
the problem is more universal: ; 

“ Youth,” says the journal, “is faced with the impact of 
a new situation which demands a rethinking and revaluation 
of many established attitudes and habits. In some cases, this 
has resulted in bewilderment, frustration, and aimless groping; 
in others a strong desire dor positive action. Our club pro- 
gram, if it is to aid individual adjusiment, must meet this 
challenge. This program can be no stronger, however, than 
our club leadership, the effectiveness of which, in turn, ts 
dependent on adequate training and skilful guidance by the 
profesional staff.” 

Rementher, the American Jewish Youth movement has not 
et been beset by any large military call-up, its membership 

not diminished by mass evacuation, and yet the problem 
of thinking of the present in terms of the past has to be 
combated in New York. In general, the American Jewish 
Youth bodies scem to be better organised than ours. The 
order of the day appears to be a large settled district — 
which houses and caters for almost every facet of Jewish 
Youth activity. Is the reason for the greater awareness of the 
weaknesses of their youth movement to be found in the fact 
that the leaders. and section leaders (the term “ manager ” 
evidently does not exist in their club vocabulary) are more 
sciéntifically trained, understand their young charges beticr, 
and consequently know a problem when they see it” 


Desire to Lead is Not Enough 


It is not sufficient in the more prominent centres in New York 
for a@ man ta be made a club or section leader—tantamount 
to “manager here—bDecause as a_ rank-and-file member 

Hi-behaved and proved amenable to discipline, was 
honest in character, had an “urge for the work, or took 
it up because there was a shortage of men (a genuine cry 
from most of the AJ.Y. clubs). 

“In planning these courses [for training leaders], writes 
the Cenire.’- there is a sensitivity not only to the needs of the 
agency but also to the intellectual and emotional level of the 
leaders. Experience has revealed that theoretical tnformation 
beyond the grasp of the club leader sometimes can more 
damaging than no guidance at all. The following incident 
may help to Miustrate this point: During a jecture to a club 
leaders’ group such psychological mechanisms as inferiority

In short i amounts to this: American club leaders have 
realised that helping to train young people at an age when 
their minds are acutely sensitive and receptive is a screntific 
job and that one must be trained for it. Anglo-Jewish youth 
are no different or less sensitive than their American brothers. 
It is pleasing fo note that the Natidnal Association of Girls’ 
Clubs, to which the AJ.Y. is affiliated, is awarding bursarigs 
for suitable club girls to be trained as club leaders 
National Association of Boys’ Clubs is understandably not 
inclined just now to do the same for the boys’ clubs, because 
so many of the best suited fellows are in the Forces. Sull, 
the time will assuredly come when they will be ready for it, and 
when that time comes the responsible club leaders should have 
ready a paralicl scheme to arrange for those additional 
lessons that will be needed by the Jewish club leader, who 
will have just those few problems more than his Gentile 
counterpart

The Board of Education has issued details (Form 3la U/ 1942) 
of Scholarships in Science that it proposes to offer for com- 
petition in 1942, if circumstances permit. They include 20 
Royal Scholagships and 11 Studentships in Science for approved 
courses in Science at the Imperial College of Science and 
Technology, and cight Whitworth Scholarships. 

The value of a Royal Scholarship or a Studentship ts asseysed 
in relation to thé needs of the student, subject to a maximum 
award in the case of a Royal Scholar of £100 a year for 
maintenance, together with the payment of the College fee for 
the course. A Studentship covers only the payment of fees, 
If the Board are not satisfied that assistance is needed, the 
award will be honorary. 

Candidates can enter for the examination in any one of the 
following groups, but in one only: Engineering; Physics and 
Mathematics; Chemistry: Biology; Geology. There is no age 
limit, but candidates must be British subjects who have not 
previously studied at the College or have not been students 
there for more than a year. Holders of State Scholarships at 
Universities or recognised students at Training Colleges are not 
cligible to compete. 

For the Whitworth Scholarships, five tenable tor three years, 
and three tenable for one year, of the value of £150 a year 
iwith qualifications up or down according to the scholar’s 
needs). candidates must be British subjects and have obtained 
at least 30 calendar months’ experience during ordinary work- 
ing hours in a mechanical engineering workshop, Candidates 
for the three-year scholarships must be under 26 of “May | next, 
and not be full-time students: one-year scholarships are open 
also to candidates following full-time courses who are under 24 
on May 1. 

The examinations are to be held at the chd of April, 1942, and 
the last date for entry its January 17, 1942.

“RELIGION ON A TROOPSHIP ” 


Recently in THe Jewish CHRONICLE a Story was reprinted from 
“Fratres ” of how a Jewish religious service was extemporised 
on a troopship in which it is stated that among the Jewish 
soldiers on board there was only an Old Testament between them 
and apparently not a single prayer book. I am surprised at 
this, as during the war of 1914-18 a “ Prayer Book for Jewish 
Soldiers and Sailors,” compiled by the Rev. M. Adler, D.S.O., 
the Senior Chaplain at the time, with a preface from the office 
Of the Chief Rabbi, of which 36,000 copies were printed by 
Messrs. Eyre and Spottiswoode, Ltd. during 1914-16, was 
circulated from the Chaplain’s office of the Jewish War-Services 
Committee, St. Swithin's Lane, London, E.C. Is no issue of 
this prayer book being circulated during the present war?

T.A.C.’s GROWING MEMBERSHIP 
Area Council for Manchester 


Coinciding with the conclusion of its first year Of activity, 
the Trades Advisory Council reports important extensions of its 
work in various parts of Britain. 

Following the establishment of an Area Council in Leeds, the 
Manchester and Saliord Council of Jews now also has founded 
a local Area Council. 

Parallel with this development, the Council has embarked on 
a membership campaign aimed at enfolling every Jewish trader 
throughout the country who is in sympathy with its objects. 
Trades as diverse as enginecring nd antiques, rubber and 
cereals, poultry and radio, are .represented on the membership 
roll, Members are connected with multiple stores and film cor- 
porations, and at the other end of the scale are one-man shop- 
keepers and stallholders. 

Although the strongest representation is in London, member- 
ship in Manchester, Leeds, Glasgow, Newcastle, and other large 
provincial towns is rapidly growing. Applications have also 
been received from seaside towns and country villages, and 
while providing an accrciion of strength to the Council the 
information gamed is of great bencfit for the statistical survey 
which the Council is planning 

The Council's mailbag reveals some interesting suggestions. 
One, which is being given consideration, was submitted by a 
multiple firm of retail tailors. Ihe Managing Director 
suggested that. the Council should issue to members a certificate 
to be displayed in order to acquaint those with whom they do 
business of the fact that they are members of the T.A.C., and 
they operate according to T.ALC. business standards. {A simi- 
lar suggestion was made in the leader notes. in this paper on 
June 27, under the heading “ A Badge of Honour.’

FESTIVE FASCISTS 
* Unlimited Food” in Isle of Man 


The Manx Government ts being asked to take action to end 
what is described, says the News CHRONICLE, as the pampering 
of members of the British Union of Fascists interned at Peel, 
Isle of Man, who are allowed to receive unlimited supplies of 
food in addition to the ample diet provided at the camp. 

When Pec! Town Board interviewed the camp commandant 
they were told the matter was under the control of the Home 
Otlice, and he could not interfere 

Hic showed them a list of tood that had been sent in. One 
woman brought six chickens, 3 lb. of tomatoes, 5 Ib. of bacon, 
three dozen eggs, and beef. 

A member of the Board. said he had seen 12 chickens and a 
whole side of bacon being Icft for ah mternee. Goods were 
brought from Douglas shops, and one woman arrived regularly 
in a car with hundredweights of, stull Hic added: “ These 
women are paying more for goods than residents. The food- 
stulls are unrationed.” 

According to William Hickey, in the Dany Express, there 
are now, following the removal of many Fascists to the Isle of 
Man, only about eighty 18s detainees in Brixton Prison. Among 
them are Sir Oswald Mosley, Captain Ramsay, M.P., and Sit 
Barry Domvile, former bead of “* The Link.” 

The political detainees are kept apart from the remand 
prisoners and enjoy (within strict. limits) a fauly free-and-casy 
existence. They can feed together or alone in their cells, as 
they like. Friends outside send in delicacies: regulations allow 
a bottle of beer or a half-bottle of wine a day. 

Sir Oswald Mosley, says Hickey, ts learning German trom a 
fellow-Fascist who speaks it pertectly, being the son of a German 
mother 

Among the detainces. he adds, ts one Jew. The leading 
Fascists do not speak to him: the lesser ones and. the non- 
baseists scem to go out of their way to treat him courteously. 


A FASCIST NAMED LEWINSKY 


Two men and a woman who had been members of the B.U_F. 
were sent to prison at Ealing last week for hindering an arrest. 
It was stated that while in the B.U.F. they became friendly 
with another member named Lewinsky, who passed under the 
name of Lynden. 

An order for Lewinsky’s detention, under Regulation 188, was 
issued in July, 1940 

Stuart Edwin Macey, of Milton Road, Hanwell, employed him 
on building work and shared. lodgings wit him. When he 
heard, last month, that the police were making inquiries he gave 
Lewinsky £5 and told him to clear off. The wanted man was 
later arrested in Ealing, at the flat of two other frends, Mr. and 
Mrs. R. B. Cutler. 

The couple pleaded in court that they did not know Lynden’s 
name was Lewinsky, or that an order had been made against 
him. 

Mrs. Cutler was sentenced to three months in the second divi- 
sion. Her husband, now a soidicr, and Macey were given 
three months’ hard labour. Notice of appeal was given in 
respect of Mrs. Cutler and Macey.

JEWS’ FREE SCHOOL IN THE COUNTRY 
More Versatile Than Ever 


Jews’ Free School boys gained a reputation in pre-war days 
lor the vairiy and enterprise ot thew activities at Middlesex 
Street. But these pale betore the diversity and resourcefulness 
which are showa in war time, in evacuation areas. 

Some of the work of the Jews’ Free Central School at Isicham 
and Soham (Cambs.) is alluded to in “ Evacuation, Number 5,”" 
of the Central School Magazine. “ The Jewish atmosphere of 
the School,” says. the magazine, “has been fully maintained, 
with a kasher canteen at Soham during Passover, the Sabbath 
services, Fiiday evening mectings, and the number of boys 
prepared for Contirmation.” For Hebrew, there is, in addition 
to the usual classes, a special class on four evenings a weck 

One of ihe country activiues has been sugar beet singling. 
“We worked like thoroughbred farm hands,” writes one boy, 
“ignoring backache, thistles in the hand—not worth two in the 
bush——and persevering through other discomforts. All our 
employers expressed their satisfaction with us, and one perfect 
specimen presented a bicycle to the Lewis brothers.” This, 
evidently, was work for near-by farmers and was paid for. But 
the School has its own garden and plot. Poultry is kept, rabbits 
reared, and two bee-hives have been constructed, “so we have 
bees and honey in the offing.” Cycling, swimming, and fishing, 
and a choir and pierrots are other interests, and in the workshop 
tools are made and a variety of useful articles for evacuces, 
including clothes-horses, dust-pans, candlesticks, and pokers.

Pickled Cucumbers 


*CHOOSE youag green medium-sized cucum- 
bers. Wash them, leave to soak in cold water 
for 24 hours, then dry thoroughly. Put into 
wide-necked jars, sprinkling layers with pick- 
ling spiec: fill jars only } full, then fill up 
with cold brine, put a saucer with a heavy 
stone on top, cover with muslin, and leave in 
a cool airy place for 4 weeks. Once a week 
remove scum, wash saucer and stone and 
replace. If brine evaporates fill up container 
with weak salt and water, 

For the Brine: Allow 3 oz. salt to cach quart 
of water, boil together for 3 minutes, Use 
when cold, adding 1 gill of boiled vinegar to 
every quart of brine. 


Tomato Dumplings 


Short crust, 4 1b.; 6 tomatoes: margarine, 
14 oz.; curry powder, | teaspoonful: salt and 
pepper: chutney; breadcrumbs, table- 
spoontuls. 

Cream the margarine with the curry powder, 
add a teaspoonful or two of chutney, bread- 
crumbs, salt and pepper. 

Skin tomatoes, scoop out the centre core 
(put this in your vegetable soup or stew) and 
replace with the curry filling. 

Roll out pastry, divide into 6 pieces, mould 
around. cach tomato like apple dumplings. 
glaze with a little milk and bake in a moderate 
oven for about 4 hour. 

‘To remove skins from tomatoes. Put 
in a bowl, pour over boiling water, and leave 
| minute, Dew put into cold water, and skins 
can be removed quite easily. 


Tomatoes and Sausage Cakes 


Six even-sized tomatoes: | Ib. sausages. 

Remove skin from sausages and form into 
six round flat cakes, slightly larger round than 
the tomatoes, and lightly frv on both sides 

Cut tomatoes through in halves and season 

ay a sausage cake on cach hall and place 
remaining halves of top. Press together, place 
on a greased tireproof dish, and bake in a 
moderate oven till the tomatoes are tender 
but not broken. 

Serve with peas and new potatoes 


Tomato Shape 


Tomatoes 1 tb.; water, | gilli: milk, gill: 
2 or 3 shallots; cornflour, | tablespoonful; 
salt and pepper. 

Sitce tomatoes and shallots and cook with 
the water ull tender, then rub through a sicve, 
season purce with salt and pepper, return to 
saucepan, add cornflour blended with the milk, 
Stir till boiling, and simmer for a few minutes 
Turn into a wetted mould or basin and when 
cold turn out and serve with a border of mixed 
vegetables moistened with boiled salad dress- 
ing and sprinkled liberally with chopped 
Parsicy.

SKIN some tomatoes, place oh greased 
oven dish, and bake tll just tender. 

Spread some slices of hot toast (made from 
national wheatmeal bread) with margarine and 
veactable extract, put a tomato in the centre 
of each, and sprinkle with chopped parsley.

Mrs. Davidson, wife of the Rev. Mr. Davidson, presided, 
and one of the helpers was Mrs. Morland, the wife of the 
Editor of the Lancet, the famous medical journal. Mrs. 
Morland, who is a most successful and energetic worker for 
the evacuces in Aylesbury. 1s loved by both Jewish and non- 
Jewish mothers for her kindness and understanding, and 
certainly her particular eiforts before our cookery expert gave 
her talk, were highly successful. Little children whose mothers 
had brought them to the lecture were speedily provided with 
books and games, and played contentedly throughout the talk, 
from which their parents were thus able fully to benefit. The 
audience was composed of about half Jewish and half non- 
Jewish listeners, and there was a goodly sprinkling of men 
among them. One of these had been a chef at a big London 
hotel, and afterwards he came up to Mrs. Greenberg, personally 
thanked her for her helpful advice, and secured a recipe in 
which he was interested. Mrs. Morland heartily commended 
the scientific side of Mrs. Greenbere’s advice on how to achieve 
adequate nourishment with the foods available in war-time. 
She was especially enthusiastic on the question of cooking 
potatoes in their skins, which is a point Mrs, Greenberg never 
fails to stress. 

At Wolverton on Sunday Mrs. Greenberg's talk was presided 
over by the Rev. S. Rapoport, and it was attended by even 
greater numbers of husbands and fathers. Here, however, the 
children were not so well provided for, which made the task 


of the lecturer rather more dithcult. But despite the - noise 
they made, their parents were nevertheless able to gather a 
great deal of useful information.

The Refugees 


A FREE AUSTRIAN MOVEMENT? 
Refugees’ Unity Move 


An important step has been taken by the Council of 
Austrians in Great Britain towards achieving a united front 
of all Austrians in Britain in the fight against Hitler. 

Since its formation (writes a JewisH CHRONICLE representa- 
tive) the Council has regarded it as its sole function to repre- 
sent and further the economic, social, and cultural interests of 
Austrian refugees. But those carrying out this task have been 
hampered by the fact that there has been no representative 
political body. It is felt by the Council that in the supreme 
etlort which is now being made by all the anti-Hitlerite forces 
mm and outside Europe to overthrow the Nazi regime, the forma- 
tion of such a body can play a notable part. 

The Council has accordingly issued an appeal to all existing 
Austrian organisations calling for the formation of a repre- 
sentative body. 

‘Restive under Hitler's foreign yoke.” it declares, “ the 
Austrian people in their struggle are closely united with the 
peoples of the British Commonwealth and the Soviet Union, 
with all the other European peoples under Hitler's yoke, and 
with the German people. The future structure of Austna and 
her place within a new Europe is a matter for the Austrian 
nation to decide, using its right of self-determination.” 

he main objects of the proposed representative body would 
be to represent the political interests of the Austrians in 


Britain: to mobilise the Austrian refugees for all military and: 


civil tasks in the British war effort; to collaborate with those 
conducting political warfare and propaganda against Hitler; 
and to establish contacts with all anti-Hitler groups of Austnans 
overseas for the purpose of co-ordinated activity. 

According to the Jewish Telegraphic Agency a mecting ot 
Austrians was held in London last week, as a result of which 
a united organisation may be set up in the near future. It 
is hoped that the new organisation would obtain ofhcial recogni-
